Despite the fact that mrany well mean- 
ing writers would have you believe 
that the world is going to the dogs, 
such is not the case.

McClintock Will Admitted ; 
Shepherd Faces Long Fight 


Chicago.—The will to which ‘young 
Billy McClintock scrawled his signa- 
ture In April, 1924, giving most of his 
$1,000,000 estate to William D. Shep- 
herd, his guardian, was admitted to 
probate by Circvit Judge Kickham 
Scanlan. 

Shepherd thus has been victorious 
in two of the three major legal bat- 
tles following the death of his ward, 
not long after the will was drawn. 
He was acquitted of the charge of 
murdering McClintock by administer- 
ing typhold germs.. Then he lost in 
an attempt to probate the will before 
Probate Judge Henry Horner.
